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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


The Installation Dinner was held at Coco’s restaurant 
on El Cajon Blvd. on January 3". There were 21 
people in attendance. Dorothy Baber and Ellen Hunt 
were installed as 3 year members of the Board of 
Directors. Jim Wells gave an excellent power point 
presentation on the War of 1812. He discussed the 
war’s army and navy battles and the medals that were 
awarded to the heroes of the various battles. Jim then 
traced the progeny of the last person to die in the War 
of 1812 down to himself as one of the descendants. 


The only medal that Jim has is one that was produced 
in the 20" century to commemorate the War of 1812. 
Jim told us that he purchased it on E-Bay. The gold 
medal awarded by Congress to a particular hero is 
unique. Silver and bronze medals were also issued. 
Mike Shaw brought a number of the bronze medals 


for display. These were all made in the 19" century 
and required extensive workmanship to produce. 
Mike said that they cost $5.00 each when issued, a 
considerable sum in those days.

September 12, 1901. He also showed a Civil War token with 
a legend reading “The flags of our union — those who tear 
them down, shoot them on the spot!”.
